' Gentlemen,—Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


Ist. The work on the County Road System is progressing as 


rapidly -as conditions will permit. The hard top surfaces were 


} patched when materials were available at Paris, the latter part oi 
} June, and the programme of. surface treating some twenty-two 


miles of bituminous roads was.completed by the end of July. 


| The County’s allotment of chemical weed killer was sprayed 
} during the first two weeks: of August on the weeds on the sec- 
| tions of County roads which were graded to the standard width 
} of 30 feet. Owing to the dryness of the season, an exceptionally 
} good kill was made and very few weeds are now growing on the 


sections sprayed. Delivery of calcium chloride dustlayer was 


| very slow and the dustlaying programme in the County was not 
} completed until the middle of August. Grading operations are 
_ now in progress north of Bright and between Delmer and Browns- 








| ville. The greater part of the heavy earth-moving work on these 
| sections has been completed and the grading programme for the 
} year should. be completed well before the close of the construc- 
| tion season. Resurfacing with gravel and crushed stone will be 
‘| completed at not too late a date.. There has been a subsidizable 
| expenditure on the County Road System of $63,155.75 to Septem- 
| ber 1st and a petitiom for interim payment of the statutory grant 
| on this expenditure has been made.

Of the Municipal Council of the County of Oxford. 
Being a By-law . establish a Health Unit. 


WHEREAS it is deemed advisable to establish a Health Unit 
comprising the Municipalities in the County of Oxford which are 
not separated from the County for municipal purposes, in accord- 
ance with the authority contained in subsection 1 of Section 35 of 
the Public Health Act, as re-enacted by Section 3 of the Public 
Health Amendment Act, 1944, 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Municipal Corpor- 
ation of the County of Oxford enacts as follows: 


1, A Health Unit, comprising the Municipalities in the 


County of Oxford which are not separated from the 


County for mere Purposes, is hereby established, 


THIS BY-LAW shall come into force and effect bt 
upon the passing thereof.

Seventh Report of the Standing Committee on County Roads 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
| of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen,—Your Committee beg leave to submit to you a 


_ brief summary of the work carried out under our direction on the 


County Road System during the past year. 


The total cash payments made on the County Road System 
to December lst were $99,469.71, of which $77,486.20 was for 
materials and contract work, and the balance, $21,983.51, was paid 
on salaries and wages. The estimated expenditure for the bal- 
ance of the year is $14,575.45 amd the receipts for the year will 


amount to $5,101.36, leaving a net expenditure for the year of 


$108,943.80, which is $1,056.20 less than the amount proves for 
by by-law. 








i 
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General Account and Machinery 


The estimated expenditure in general account covering salaries 
and office expenses is $5,500.20, which is $179.80 less than the 
amount provided for. The expenditure made on machinery repairs 
will exceed the estimates by approximately $4,000.00. This extra 
expenditure was necessary to put the county snow fighting 
equipment in condition, and includes the purchase of two new 
snow plow wings with full power hydraulic controls for the two 
V plows; a complete overhaul of the caterpillar tra ctor, and new 
motors for trucks No. 1 and No. 3. Of the new machinery to be | 
purchased this year, only the air compressor was delivered. The 
angle dozer for the caterpillar tractor has been ordered but no 
assurance has been given as to the date delivery can be made. 
The air compressor cost $2,920.00 and the tendered price on the 
angle dozer was $2,570.00. 


Bridges 


Due to the shortage of labour the only bridges completed dur- 
ing the year was the boundry bridge between North and West 
Oxford, at the Cyanamid Quarries, and the bridge on Road 3, Con. 
IX., Blenheim Township. The County’s share of the cost of the 
bridge at the Cyanamid Quarries was $2,855.49, and the cost of the 
bridge on Road 3 was $981.77. 3 


Urban Municipalities 


Statements showing the expenditure on the Connecting Links 
and other streets in the Urban municipalities have not been re- 
ceived as yet. On receipt of these statements the statutory re- 
bates to the Town and Villages in the County will be paid by the 
end of the year.The total of the expenditures in, and the rebates 
to the urban municipalities is estimated at $3,911.07. 


Construction 


23 miles on Rd. 19, between Delmer and Brownsville, was 


-” 
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graded and gravelled. This work was completed except for the 
installation of two culverts where the area of the water ways is 
being increased. Approximately 2.0 miles of the 3.4 miles north 
_ of Bright, on Rd. 22, will be completed this year.. The delay in 
completing this work and the work on Rd. 30 on the suburban 
area was caused by the extreme wet weather this autumn. 


~ 


Maintenance 


The programme of surface treating 21.65 miles of pavements 
en County roads and Urban connecting links was completed at a 
cost of $16,532.97. The programme of resurfacing with crushed 
gravel or stone of some 70 miles of road will be completed at a 
cost of approximately $17,185.29. The application of dustlayer 
on 64 miles of County road cost $9,957.19. 


The gravel sections on the County roads were dragged with 
three County power maintainers. In the late summer when the 
Adams 412 was put on construction work the dragging operations 
on this machine’s patrol beat was carried out by the first grader 
purchased by the County and has now completed 18 years of ser- 
vice. Brush and weed control was carried on over the entire 
County Road System. Those sections which are graded to the 
standard width of grade were treated with chemical weed killer. 
_ Weeds on the other sections and the brush over the entire system 
were cut with the labour available. The cost of snow roads for 
the year will be aproximately $11,800.00, which includes the pur- 
chase of 5,000 feet of snow fence. All hard top surfaces were 
patched and the gravel sections which showed need of surface 
material were resurfaced. The cost of general patching and re- 
surfacing will be approximately $7,500.00. Repairs to culverts, 
bridges, drains, signs and guide rails were made during the year. 


The foregoing is a general outline of the work carried on 
during the year, but should-any member of the Council require 
costs, quantities and details of any particular work, the Road 
Superintendent will be only too pleased to furnish same.

of the Corporation of the County of Oxford 


Being a by-law to repeal By-law No. 918 and to appoint a 
Commissioner to represent the County of Oxford on a Suburban 
Road Commission for the Town of Ingersoll. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Oxford has, by by-law, adopted a County Road System 
under the provisions of the Highway Improvement Act, and has 
by resolution, made application to the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council to direct that a Suburban Road Commission be appointed 
for the Town of Ingersoll. 


AND WHEREAS By-law No. 918 passed on the 19th day 
of June, 1925, appointed James Pullin a Commissioner for the 
County of Oxford to define the suburban area of the Town of 
Ingersoll. 


AND WHEREAS it is desirous that another appointment be 
made to Suburban Road Commission for the Town of Ingersoll. 


THEREFORE be it and it is hereby enacted by the Muni- 
cipal Council of the Corporation of the County of Oxford: 3 


Ist. That By-law No. 918 passed on the 19th day of June, 
1925, is hereby repealed. 


2nd. That A. D. Robinson be and he is hereby appointed 
under the provision of the Highway Improvement Act, a Com- 
missioner to represent the County of Oxford on a Suburban Road 
Commission for the Town of Ingersoll. 


3rd. That the said Commissioner shall be paid the sum of 
five dollars with mileage at ten cents per mile one way for each 
day attendance at any Commission meeting.

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4th. That the said Commissioner shall hold office for a 
period of five years from the date of the Order in Council authoriz- 
ing the Commission.
